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AF  Reserve  Officers  Ml 
Extend  Under  New  Poll 


Air  Force  has  advised  major  commands  that 
who  are  eligible  to  remain  on  active  duty  under  the 
new  “Selective  Voluntary  Extension  of  Reserve  Offi- 
cers” program  will  be  required  to  complete  a state- 
ment of  voluntary  acceptance  or  declination. 

Air  Force  said  overseas  officers  selected  under  the 
new  policy  will  continue  to  serve  their  tour. 

Reserve  officers  being  given  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tinue on  active  duty  under  the  policy  are: 

• Reserve  and  non-regular  warrant  officers  with 
dates  of  retirement  in  the  remainder  of  FY67  and  68. 

• Officers  who  accepted  or  declined  extension  under 
the  FY66  program. 

• Captains  who  twice  failed  selection  to  the  tem- 
porary grade  of  major  and  who  will  complete  20  years 
of  active  federal  military  service  on  their  current  DOS. 

• Majors  who  twice  failed  selection  to  the  tem- 
porary grade  of  lieutenant  colonel,  if  not  otherwise 
disqualified  under  the  Active  Service  Career  for  Reserve 
Officers  program. 

Officers  extended  under  the  new  program  will  be 
eligible  for  temporary  promotion. 

Those  not  eligible  for  selective  extension  are  officers 
or  warrant  officers  being  retired  or  separated  for 
physical  disability;  officers  who  would  be  mandatorily 
separated  or  retired  within  one  year  after  their  present 
DOS;  officers  denied  extension  of  DOS  under  the  FY66 
program. 


VA  Representatives  May  Be  Stationed 
In  Vietnam  to  Give  Gl  Bill  Advice 

DOD  and  Veterans  Administration  are  considering  a 
plan  to  station  VA  contact  representatives  in  Vietnam 
for  “GI  Bill”  counseling  to  those  returning  for  separa- 
tion. 

Purpose  is  to  provide  more  time  for  counseling  in 
view  of  streamlined  procedures  releasing  the  separatees 
as  soon  as  possible  after  their  stateside  arrival. 

VA  representatives  would  be  at  rotation  centers 
available  to  provide  individual  or  group  counselling 
for  those  desiring  this  service.  Emphasis  would  be  on 
educational  benefits  to  better  prepare  the  separatees 
for  civilian  roles.

Army  Attack  Course 
Studies  Man,  Weapon 

A test  facility  being  developed  at  Ft.  Benning,  Ga., 
is  expected  to  give  the  Army  a better  idea  of  how  well 
infantrymen  and  their  weapons  perform  under  combat 
conditions. 

The  attack  course  range  is  built  around  a number 
of  devices  which  provide  electrically  recorded  informa- 
tion on  95  per  cent  of  the  rounds  fired.  The  system 
detects  and  times  each  round  fired,  registers  target 
hits  and  senses  the  location  of  near-misses. 

Hits  on  life-like  targets  send  a signal  to  recording 
equipment.  If  a round  passes  over  or  to  the  side  of 
the  target,  the  miss  is  picked  up  by  microphones  near 
the  target. 

DOD  and  JCS  Budget  Studies  for  FY  68 
Due  for  Completion  and  Review  Soon 

Defense  Secretary  McNamara  estimates  that  JCS 
and  DOD  FY68  budget  studies  will  be  completed  in 
about  three  or  four  weeks  and  presented  to  the  Presi- 
dent for  his  review. 

He  also  indicated  that  a supplemental  DOD  budget 
for  FY67  would  be  ready  about  the  same  time.

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Facts  of  War  Not  Changed 
By  Non-aggressive  Labels 

Secretary  of  State  Rusk  says  the  labels  “Civil  War” 
or  “wars  of  national  liberation”  do  not  make  them 
anything  less  than  aggressive  wars. 

“Those  who  speak  of  the  struggle  in  South  Vietnam 
as  essentially  a civil  war  are  ignoring  overwhelming 
evidence.  There  was  no  serious  threat  until  1959-60, 
when  North  Vietnam  set  in  motion  a systematic  effort 
to  seize  control  of  South  Vietnam  by  force.” 

As  a preamble  to  these  remarks  in  a mid-November 
speech  entitled,  “The  Future  of  the  Pacific  Community,” 
he  said  there  is  not  a non-Communist  country  in  that 
part  of  the  world  which  would  not  be  deeply  alarmed 
if  the  United  States  and  its  allies  faltered  in  defending 
the  people  of  South  Vietnam. 

Mr.  Rusk  said  the  United  States  has  made  vital  con- 
tributions to  the  independence  and  to  the  economic  and 
social  advance  of  the  free  nations  of  East  Asia  and 
the  Western  Pacific. 

“One  has  been  to  help  to  provide  a shield  of  security 
....  Another  vital  contribution  was  a peace  of  genuine 
reconciliation  with  Japan  ....  A third  has  been  our 
aid  in  economic  and  social  development.” 

Pointing  to  the  so-called  Japanese  economic  miracle, 
he  also  hailed  the  remarkable  economic  progress 
achieved  by  the  Republic  of  Korea  and  noted  that  ROK 
troops  are  standing  shoulder-to-shoulder  with  the  allies 
in  South  Vietnam. 

Pilots  May  Request 
Aircraft  Preferences 

Major  air  commands  have  been  advised  that  pilots 
may  volunteer  for  Southeast  Asia  duty  in  a specific 
aircraft,  but  selection  will  be  made  only  if  the  pilot 
can  be  used  in  his  choice  of  duty. 

Pilots  also  may  volunteer  without  restriction — that 
is,  being  considered  against  all  rated  vacancies. 

Officers  whose  volunteer  statements  are  disapproved 
because  of  no  vacancy  in  an  aircraft  choice  will  con- 
tinue to  be  eligible  for  Southeast  Asia  in  any  rated 
capacity  under  normal  selection  criteria. 

USS  Sanctuary  Recommissioned  in  New  Orleans 

The  hospital  ship  USS  Sanctuary  was  recommissioned 
in  New  Orleans  after  a decade  of  inactivity. 

The  ship  accepted  her  commission  from  Rear  Admiral 
Pierre  N.  Charbonnet  Jr.,  Eighth  Naval  District  com- 
mandant, at  the  Naval  Support  Activity. 

The  Sanctuary,  which  saw  service  at  the  close  of 
World  War  II  in  the  Pacific,  underwent  a five-month 
extensive  modernization  and  refurbishing  at  a cost 
of  $10  million.

Atlantic  Fleet  Exercises

Current  Atlantic  Fleet  exercises  in  the  mid-Atlantic 
and  Caribbean  are  giving  a 5,000-man  Marine  Corps 
air-ground  force  training  in  amphibious  assault  tech- 
niques and  helicopters. 

Once  ashore  the  Marines  undergo  extensive  training 
in  counter-guerrilla  warfare. 

The  fleet  maneuver — called  LANTFLEX  66 — also  in- 
volves sea  blockade,  antisea  penetration,  surveillance, 
carrier  striking  forces,  and  mine  and  antisubmarine 
warfare. 

LANTFLEX  66,  which  ends  in  mid-December,  in- 
volves some  94  ships,  19  naval  air  squadrons  and  5,000 
Marines. 

Demand  For  Army  Specialists  Rises 

Army  is  advising  commands  of  a greater  need  to 
develop  and  use  officers  who  are  well  qualified  in  pro- 
grams of  critical  Army-wide  importance. 

Greater  emphasis  on  “officer  specialist  programs”  is 
needed  because  of  the  introduction  of  sophisticated 
weapons  and  equipment  and  complicated  operational 
and  administrative  programs. 

Army’s  specialist  programs  have  nearly  doubled  the 
past  year  with  establishment  of  automatic  data  process- 
ing, comptroller,  intelligence,  operations  research-sys- 
tems analysis,  procurement,  atomic  energy,  logistics 
and  research  and  development. 
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Army  Is  Surveying  Bonus 
Influence  On  Reenlistments 

Reenlistment  bonus  surveys  are 
being  conducted  by  Army  to  help 
evaluate  its  program  in  terms  of  in- 
fluence upon  reenlistment  intentions 
of  eligible  personnel. 

DA  personnel  management  teams 
will  conduct  one  survey.  The  other 
will  be  by  questionnaire  through  com- 
mand channels  to  full-time  reenlist- 
ment officers,  Army  career  counselors, 
and  career  counseling  supervisors. 

Navigator  Training  Program 
Reorganization  Planned  by  CAC 

Reserve  Navigator  Training  Pro- 
gram, designed  to  qualify  officers  for 
support  of  Civil  Reserve  Air  Fleet 
(CRAF)  upon  mobilization,  is  being 
reorganized  by  the  Continental  Air 
Command. 

By  the  middle  of  next  year,  officials 
said,  reserve  navigator  training  will 
move  from  Andrews  AFB,  Md.,  and 
Hamilton  and  March  Air  Force  Bases, 
Calif.,  to  Military  Airlift  Command 
(MAC)  bases.  CRAF  operations  are 
under  MAC. 

Andrews  facilities  will  shift  to 
Dover  AFB,  Del.,  while  other  train- 
ing on  the  East  Coast  will  remain  at 
McGuire  AFB,  N.J. 

Travis  and  Norton  Air  Force  Bases, 
Calif.,  will  assume  training  responsi- 
bility of  reserve  navigators  on  the 
West  Coast. 

Three-Pound  Weather  Station 

Air  Force  weather  observers  ac- 
companying Army  units  in  the  field 
now  carry  a miniature  3-piece 
“weather  station”  that  weighs  less 
than  three  pounds.  The  basic  belt- 
carried  kit,  users  say,  contains  every- 
thing needed  to  measure  wind  velocity 
and  direction,  relative  humidity  and 
temperature. 

Honor  Quartermaster  School 

The  Distinguished  U.S.  Army  Serv- 
ice Award  will  be  presented  to  the 
Army  Quartermaster  School,  Ft.  Lee, 
Va.,  recognizing  50  years’  outstand- 
ing service  in  educating  personnel.

New  AF  Gyroscope  Under 
Tests  For  Space  Flight  Use 

Air  Force  is  testing  a new  electro- 
static gyroscope  (ESG)  that  will  be 
adaptable  to  satellites  and  space  ve- 
hicles, as  well  as  aircraft. 

The  gyroscope  is  being  flight  tested 
at  Wright-Patterson  AFB,  Ohio. 

The  gyro’s  sphere  will  spin  at  60,000 
revolutions  per  minute.  When  the 
spin  power  is  cut  off,  its  inertia  will 
keep  it  rotating  for  three  years. 

New  Fiber  Glass  Terrain  Model 
Big  Aid  in  Marines'  Training 

A highly  versatile  reinforced  fiber 
glass  terrain  model  for  use  in  am- 
phibious operation  planning  is  now 
in  use  at  the  Marine  Corps  Com- 
mand and  Staff  College  and  Am- 
phibious Warfare  School  at  Marine 
Corps  Schools,  Quantico,  Va. 

The  80-section  model  measures  50 
by  70  feet  and  represents  four  dis- 
tinct coastal  areas  of  the  world — 
Da  Nang,  Vietnam;  Stavanger,  Nor- 
way; Israel-Lebanon;  and  Sakhalin 
Island.  However,  the  18  universally 
interchangeable  center  sections  make 
it  possible  to  represent  almost  any 
geographic  locale  in  the  world. 

The  $89,000  model  is  scaled  at 
1:7,500  inches  and  represents  an  area 
of  more  than  4,300  nautical  square 
miles. 

Replenishment  Records  Broken 

The  largest  and  fastest  auxiliary 
ship  afloat,  the  USS  Sacramento 
(AOE  1),  shattered  all  previous  re- 
plenishment records  during  her  re- 
cent nine-month  deployment  in  the 
Western  Pacific. 

While  there,  the  Sacramento  re- 
plenished 812  ships,  delivering  74 
million  gallons  of  fuel,  3,000  tons  of 
provisions,  more  than  14,000  tons  of 
ammunition  and  more  than  1,000  tons 
of  other  materials. 

Of  the  total  tonnage  transferred, 
more  than  5,000  tons  were  delivered 
by  the  Sacramento’s  helicopters, 
utilizing  the  new  vertical  replenish- 
ment at  sea  technique. 
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
